Teachers and children have 
given up a good deal of extra 
time to their project and who 
can say it might have been bet- 
ter spent.

N A LIBERAL EDUCATION, 

therefore, nothing that en 
riches life in any way, must be 
passed over. And every type of 
mind must considered; not 
one standardized mind into 
which an unvariable amount and 
kind’ of ingredient can be 
poured 

Fortunately for Canada, our 
educationists have discovered, or 
are in the process of doing so, 
that handicrafts, art classes, 
music and drama are not side- 
lines, but essentials and have 
wonderful psychological and 
moral value. Those who lag be- 
hind in their understanding of 
these things, are principally, sad 
tor e, the parents who regard 
ing outside scholastic 
studies, as a diversion likely to 
lead to disaster. They thereby 
create a stubborn barrier to. the 
expansion of educational ideas, 
Their fears are not entirely 
unfounded, however. The eco 
nomic era in which we live 
might take as its slogan —“20 
years from cradle to slave.” 
That, on the average, is the 
length of time allotted to educa- 
tion. It ig certainly ‘short and 
necessarily crowded, so that in 
many caseg all but commercially 
uable information is excluded.

Office of Vocational Rehabilit« 
ation has also shown how rehabi- 
litation pays off economically. 


During 1944,” 43,997 persons | 


underwent rehabilitation under 
the joint federal-state. vocational 
‘rehabilitation programs. Of this 
group; 22 per cent had never held 
jobs, and 90 per cent were fot 
employed at the time they started 
their rehabilitation. 

Their average annual wage 
after rehabilitation was $1,768, 
as compared with $148 before. 
Many had been. on. public. assist, 
anive at. addi. of $300 -t6 $500 
annually,,. but. the..cost. of... their.
